Midlands Branch Meeting 

At a meeting of the Midlands Branch held on 14th 
December at the Engineering Centre, Birmingham, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. K. W. Humphreys, 
Librarian of the Birmingham University Library, 
Mr. J. Bird, Librarian of Aslib, read a paper entitled 
“The role of professional periodicals in library educa- 
tion”. He emphasized the need for training librarians to 
solve for themselves the problems presented by rapid 
developments following modern research, and indicated, 
the importance of the full use of journals publishing the 
results of such research. A lively discussion ranged over 
many of the topics raised by the paper, including the 
most useful subjects for library research, thé possibility 
of library education at university level, and the desir- 
ability of a uniform education for work in all types of 
libraries. 2 


Working Party on Documentary Reproduction 
The joint committee on documentary reproduction 
which Aslib formed with the Library Association sotħe 
three years ago has now been wound up and Aslib has 
set up its own Working Party with Mr. C. L. Hanrott as 
Chairman. At its first meeting the question of “small 
area copying” was discussed. It was suggested that:a 
compact device—perhaps with a maximum copyable 
area of 6 in. by 4 in. or 5 in. by 3 in.—for the speedy 
reproduction of entries in bibliographies, abstracts and 
items in booksellers’ lists, would be useful for librarians. 
The Working Party is anxious to know the opinion of 
members before making an approach to manufacturers, 
and would also be glad to hear of any special problems 
which members may have in this field.

By the end of 1955 the gap between war and post-war 
printing had been nearly closed and tke closure has since 
been achieved. Publication is thus complete to the end of 
the sequence numbered 640,001—660,000. 

For the later completed sequences (up to 740,000) 
all bet a few of the abridgment sheets had been 
printed by the end of 1955 and the arrears reduced 
to 6,000. These are now being made ready for print- 
ing but the recent printing dispute has caused delay. 
Similarly, consolidated name indexes are in proof or 
teady for printing up to 720,000 and group volume 
indexes (subject and name) to 700,000. Indexes for 
all other completed sequences are well advanced in 
the Office. 

The Council of Aslib has recorded its approval 
of the progress the Patent Office has made, often 
under considerable difficulties and limitations, in 
liquidating its arrears. This work is now so neatly 
finished that reports will only be issued six-monthly 
in future. 


F.LD. Meetings, 1956 

Plans are now going ahead for holding the annual 
meetings of the F.1.D. in or near Munich in September. 
This year’s meetings will probably consist of Council 
and active study committee meetings only.

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Patent Office Printing Arrears 


Despite the fagt that there is still congestion in the 
printing trade as a result of the strike at the beginning 
of this year, good progress has been pade with the 
teduction of the arrears of indexes. 

All war-time arrears having been cleared by February, 
publication of indexes is complete up to No. 660,000. 
Of the next sequence the consolidated name index is on 
sale, half of the group volumes are on sale and the rest 
binding. Of the following sequence the name index is 
printed and ready for proof, one-third of the group 
volumes are in proof, one-third printing and the rest 
teady for the printers. Work on the two remaining 
completed sequences is well in hand in the Patent Office. 

It has just been possible to keep up with production 
of abridgments and the arrear, which is now compara- 
tively small, has not been further reduced. Efforts are 
being made to this end.

The Library of Congress announces changes in the 
title of one of its tatalogues. The publication previously 
called Library of Congress Catalogue—Books: Authors, has 
been given the new title, The National Union Catalogues, 
A Cumulative Author List Representing Library of Congress

Users of the Barnard Classification have followed the 
lead of their colleagues using the Bliss Classification in 
taking steps to ensure the revision of the classification 
on a regular basis. They have started to issue a Barnard 
Classification Bulletin which will be available to users of 
the classification only. A copy of the first number, issued 
in February, 1956, has been mace available to the Aslib 
Library. In addition to an extensive series of amend- 
ments and extensions it contains a list of the forty-one 
medical and veterinary libraries which use the scheme. 
This is an encouraging sign of increasing awareness 
among special librarians of the importance of classifica- 
tion and of the responsibility of users for keeping a 
classification up to date. 


Film Production Librarians 

Aslib’s decision, recorded in Astib Information for 
July, 1956, to investigate méans to further the preserva- 
tion and cataloguing ofe film archives has led to the 
setting up of an informal group of librarians concerned. 
with film and sound effects. The group has held three 
meetings and further meetings are being planned. 

This group is not a formal Aslib Group, but its‘work 
is.being assisted by Aslib. Membership is open to 
anyone working mainly with film or sound effects. Its 
members represent film archives, government film 
libraries, ngws-reel and feature film companies.

Verner W. Clapp, for maay 
years chief assistant librarian of Congress, has been 
appointed President of the Council. Members of Aslib 
will welcome this recognition of the need for research 
into library techniques which may, perhaps, act as an 
incentive to similar research on this side of the Atlantic.
